DISGRACEFUL DEVELOPMENTS 


Which the Prison Managers of Tennessee 
Will Find It Hard to Explain. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn, March 1.—[{Special.]— 
The facts in a shameful scanda] came to light 
today at the state penitentiary that created in- 
tense excitement and damned the reputation 
of one who has long. been a trusted oiticer at 
that institution. The guilty manis R. L. Bur- 
nett, one of the guards, who figured in the 
killing of two convicts last fall, while they 
were attempting to escape from prison by 
means Of a hole in the roof. The outside public 
regarded that affair as a brutal butchery, but 
upon Official investigation 

BURNETT WAS EXONERATED 
and highly praised for his efficiency. At that 
time Lurnett was a guard on night duty in 
wing 5. Since the shooting the authorities 
placed him on day watch in the: prison office. 
The exoneration of Burnett, it seems, gave 
him additional license, and he is known to 
haye Boasted, not only to prisoners, but to 
other prison officers, that he was on the most 
intimate,terms with Governor Taylor, and 
had innch influence over him. Burnett’s po- 
sition in the oftice gave him the privilege of 
receipting for letters and packages sent to 
risoners, and this opportunity seems to have 
be: the beginning of his downfall. Frank 
Ireman, a prisoner sent up from Memphis, 
some time ago, completed his term, was dis- 
charged and obtained work in one of the foun- 
dries of the city. Shortly after his release 
Irema™ reesived a letter from a woman in St, 
Louis stating that while he was in prison she 
had 
SENT HIM A POSTAL ORDER FOR $10, 

and received a receipt signed by R. L. Burnett, 
and wanted to know if Ireman ever got the 
amount. He replied, saying no. She then 
sent him the postal receipt, which he took to 
Warden Pearcy at the prison. Mr. Pearcy 
eonfronted Burnett, who said that he had paid 
the amount to some prisoner who represented 
himself as Ireman, but would pay it, which he 
did. Shortly after this Burnett signed for 
another postal order under the same circum- 
stances, and with like result. Just why Bur- 
nett was not discharged, or why his embezzle- 
ment was not made a inatter of official inves- 
tigation, does not appear.

Arnold 
succeeded in getting $150 from his mother, 
which sum he hanéed to Burnett, and for 
weeks the prisoner heard no tiding of the hard 
earned money he had invested in a promised 
pardon. Burnett cbtained money from other 
prisoners, all of which was to be used in the 
direction of obtaining pardons or commuta - 
tion. He received from Meyer Moskovitz $15, 
from Cicero Poe $15, from —— Webster $5, 
from Allen Beavers $5.50. He also received a 
considerable sum from 
JOE FOUTE, EX-SHERIFF OF LOUDON COUNTY. 
who isin for beating the state out of illegal 
fees, but just how much could not be ascer- 
tained, as Foute refused to “squeal.’’ There 
is no telling how long Burnett’s infernal ras- 
cality has been going on. The penitentiary 
oftiicials are dumb as oysters to outsiders, 
though terribly wrought up over the disgrace- 
ful state of affairs. Burnett accompanied the 
legislative committee on their tour of inspec- 
tion to Coal creek, Inman and other branch 
prisons. It has been generally known around 
the prison that Burnett had been borrowing

From one man 
Obe Sawyers, under a life murder sentence, 
he took a gold watch and chain, worth 8165, 
and promised io have ‘‘Bob,’’ as he familiarly 
ealled the governor, cut his sentence down.

New Yor«, March 1.—Artie B. Cleveland, 
according to the best information obtainable, 
appropriated to his own use about $58,000, 
which should have gone into A. B. Cleveland 
company, seedsmen, and itis now a question 
whether the company or the parties who made 
the notes will bear the losses.

HE IS ARRESTED IN MADRID, SPAIN 


Under an Assumed Name, But Excuasing 
Himself for a Few Minutea, Shoots 
Himself in the Mouth.

Maprip, March 1.—An Englishman sup- 
posed to be Richard Pigott. was arrested at 
the Hotel des Ambassadeurs today, under 
name of Ronald Ponsonby. The man after- 
ward committed suicide with a revolver. 

The description given of the man who com- 
mitted suicide in Madrid yesterday tallies 
with that of the man who called at the Hotel 
Des Duex Mondes in Paris after Pigott’s 
fight. The suicide is undoubtedly Pigott. 
fie doubtless assumed the name of Ronald 
Ponsonby because the initials cerresponded, 
with those on his baggage. 

The arrest of the suicide was made in conse- 
quence of a telegram from the British foreign 
office. Ponsonby arrived from Paris Thursday 
morning. His only baggage was a small hand- 
bag. Soon after his arrival he sent a tele- 
graphic dispatch to London. 

=he Standard says it is able to confirm the 
statement that the suicide was Pigott. When 
arrested he took the situation calmly and 
threw the ofticers off the scent. With the ex- 
cuse that he wished to get his overcoat, he 
retired to an alcove, and there shot himself in 
the mouth with a revolver. He died instantly. 
His head was horribly disfigured. 

THE PARNELL COMMISSION, 


Attorney-General Webster Refuses to Let 
Houston Make a Statement. 

Lonpon, March 1.—The Parnell commission 
reassembled this morning. The excitement 
manifested for several days past consequent 
upou the collapse of Pigott on cross-examina- 
tion and his flight, had subsided, and the pro- 
ceedings were conducted quietly. The court 
refused to allow Houston, secretary of the 
Irish Loyal and Patriotic union, to make a 
personal statement orto hand to the court a 
written document, on the ground that the time 
was inconvenient. .O’Kelly, Davitt and 
Campbell, Parnell’s secretary, swore that they 
did not write the letters ascribed to them by 
Pigott. Justin McCarthy also testified. He 
denied that be had had an interview with 
Pigott. 

Mr. Lewis, solicitor for Mr. Parnell, testified 
that he told Pigott that the letters not being 
negotiable, he could not be prosecuted for for- 
gery, but was liable to prosecution for obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. Witness de- 
ciared that he had 

NOT PROMISED PIGOTT A FARTHING, 

Labouchere testified that he had never 
offered Pigott 1,000 pounds if he would swear 
that the letters were forged, as sworn to by 
Pigott. He said that before the commission 
opened, somebody named O’Brien had offered 
him a packet of letters which were said to have 
been written by Egan and Parnell. He did 
not know O’Brien. 

Mr. Soames, solicitor for the Times, pro- 
duced the document on which Pigott’s evi- 
dence was based. He said that every state- 
ment Pigott had made had been submitted to 
the court. 

Mr. Lewis was recalled. He testified that 
he was convinced that. Pigott was a forger be- 
fore ever he saw him. 

Mr. Houston announced his readiness to 
submit to cross-examination, and to give se- 
curity for his eontinued attendance before the 
commission. 

Attorney-General Webster urged that Hous- 
ton be immediately cross-examined, so as to 
enable the court to have all the facts before 
them. 

Sir Charles Russell, on behalf of the Parnel]- 
ites, applied to the court to exercise its dis- 
cretion under the commission act, and make 
an interim report on the genuineness of the 
letters that had been placed in evidence. 

Attorney-General Webster, for the Times, 
urged that as Sir Charles Russell had stated 
that there was a foul conspiracy behind Hous- 
ton and Pigott, the cress examination of 
Houston should be finished before a report was 
framed. 

Sir Charles Russell—But we have nothing 
to do now with anything, except the genuine- 
ness of the letters which the attorney general 
says he cannot justify. 

Presiding Justice Hannen—The charge of 
the existence of a foul conspiracy has no bear- 
ing on the point now before us. Our jurisdic- 
tion at present is limited to charges and alle- 
gations against certain persons. It is no part 
of our duty to dealin the report with charges 
against other persons. That wili be decided 
at the next sitting. 

Attorney General Webster occupied the re- 
mainder of day with the reading of extracts 
from the Irish World and Freeman’s Journal 
regarding Davitt. 

Sir Charles Russell finally protested that the 
atiorney general’s only object was to have the 
passages published in order to arouse prejudice 
against the Parnellites.

At present the 
votes of that portion of the house were of im- 
portance as the mainstay of the goveriment’s 
policy. [Opposition cheers]. 

Regarding their votes in the next parlia- 
ment he would not refer to any one in particu 
lar. [Laughter.] The least of all to Chamber- 
lain, but, speaking simply of the seventy mem- 
bers now converting the tory minority inte 
majority—he regarded their votes in the com. 
ing parliament as of small importance. 
[Cheers.] It was said that the present 
government of Ireland would have been re- 
markably successful but for the difficulties 
placed in their way in connection with the 
land question. Who placed them there?

They created the land ditticulty and when the 
effects of prevailing distress became patent 
they obstinately refused to deal with them.

It was the direct and necessar 
offspring of their policy. He had never vindi- 
cated breaches of the law in any shape, but he

HARDSHIPS AND PERSONAL INDIGNITIES 
they suffered. He denied that the treatment 
of political prisoners under the liberal govern. 
ment was similar. No former government, 
liberal or conservative, had given imprisoned 
political men such usage, [Cheers.} Mr. Bal- 
four’s plea that the treatment of prisoners 
could not be altered without an alteration 
of rules beyond his power was 
ludicrous. The plain truth was, that 
the present treatment of prisoners was a part 
of the system of extreme repression. Why 
ought not the conservatives to realize, like the 
liberals, that the anti-national system in Ire- 
land constituted an imminent danger to the 
union?

You may de- 
prive it of itsgrace, and treedom of action that you 
are asked to do, butavert it you cannot, | Prolonged 
cheers.| To prevent the consummation of it is 
utterly beyond your power. It seems to approach 
atan accelerated rate, but come, slower or quicker, 
itis surely coming, and many of you who have 
opposed it must already see in the handwriting on 
the wall, signs of coming doom,”’ [Cheers ] 

MR. GOSCHEN’S REPLY. 

Mr. Goschen, chancellor of the exchequer, 
denied that the government desired to dey 
action on local governmentin Ireland, Wh: 
right, he asked, had Mr. Gladstone to presume 
that it would not deal with the present parliae 
ment. When the time was opportune, the 
government would be ready to grapple with 
the difticulties. He was hopeful of better suc- 
cess than that which attended Mr. Gladstone’sg 
proposals. 

Mr. Morley’s amendment was rejected —359

Parnell said he desired to offer a fow words 
of sympathy to those of his colleagues and 
friends who had suffered by the principles 
adopted by the chief secretary for Ireland. 
He (Parnell) believed they would ba 
richly rewarded _ = in the@ near fu 
ure attaining the object 
they had at heart. Balfour had tried to de- 
grade them, but they were not degraded, either 
in their own opinion or in the opinion of their 
countrymen. Circumstances had been favora- 
ble to Balfour in the rise of agricultural! prices, 
and but for an exceptional law, Ireland wouid, 
he believed, have been tranquil.

and injustice. How could Saunderson hope to

Wasninoton, March 1.—Senator Sherman, 
from the committee on foreign relations, re- 
porte od back the senate bill ior the protection 
of salmon fisheries in Alaska, with the recom- 
mendation that the house amendment, extend- 
ing the provisions of the billto Behrings sea, 
be disagreed to. 

The amendment was disagreed to, and acon- 
ference asked. 

Mr. Jones, of Nevada, reported back the 
resolution— which was agreed to—for the pay- 
ment of $1,054 to Mr. Finley, who held the 
office of senator from Florida, under appoint- 
ment of the governor, from the 4th of March, 
1847, to the 19th of May, 1887, when the sena- 
tor was elected. | 

After rapidly clearing off a quantity of mis- 
cellaneous business, the senate proceeded to 
pass private pension bills on the calendar. 

When only five of them were disposed of, a 
motion was interposed by Mr. Kiddleberger, 
for the third or fourth time during the day, to 
proceed to executive business. The fact that 
a quorum did not vote on the motion necessi- 

tated acai) of the senate, which showed the 
presence of fifty-one senators. 

Mr. Riddieberger then withdrew his motion 
and action on the pension bills wes resumed. 
All the pension bills on the calendar (52) were 
passed. Among them is one giving a pe nsion 
of $50 per month (instead of $100 ax in the 
bill introduced by Mr. Hawley) to the widow 
of the late General Hunt. 

COCKRELL FIGHTS A PENSION, 

Another house bill which Mr. Brown sought 
to have passed was protested against by Mr. 
Cockrell as giving a pension of #12 a month to 
an ancient and infirm daughter of a revolution- 
ary soldier, as carrying the pension principle be- 


yond anything ever done before. 

Mr. Edmunds expressed the opinion that 
there were a million chances to one that the 
claimant’s ancestor had got all that he was en- 
tled to under the provisions made by congress 
one hundred years ago. Within the last five 
years he had had probably twenty 
applications from descendants of revolutionary 
soldiers in his own state, bat he had uniformly 
told them that all proper provision had been 
made for their ancestors.

Now, this is either very mysterious, or ft 
is nonsense. In our opinion it is nonsense. 
It is not possible that the repeal of the 
taxes on two products can have such a 
different effect. Nor can it be true that 
consumers pay the taxes on everything else 
except tobacco. The World says the bulk 
of the taxes on tobacco are not paid by 
consumers, but it would be interesting to 
know why. 

The tobacco tax not only cripples produc- 
tion—not only embarrasses the farmers, to 
whom it isa money crop—but the law under 
which it is collected isa vicious one, laying 
down regulations that are not only unneces- 
sary, but absolutely cripple the grower, 
especially the small grower. 

All this is well understood, and there is 
no need to go over the ground again. But 
we would like for the World to tell its read- 
ers how it is that the repeal of the whi’sky 
tax will muke that article ‘‘free,’’ while the 
repeal of the tobacco tax will have no effect 
whatever on the manufactured | product. 


Prohibition in Massachusetts. 

The people of Massachusetts are to vote 
on the prohibition question on the 22nd of 
April, license or no license being the issue. 

Massachusetts has probably had more ex- 
perience with the prohibition question than 
any other state in the union, having tried 
the regulation of the liquor traffic by near- 
ly all of the plans which have been devised. 
Under the present temperance laws of the 
state, any town can vote to prohibit thesale 
of intoxicating liquors at any annual elec-- 
tion. ‘The license fees are very high, and 
the restrictions are exceedingly rigid. 

The state has already voted on the ques- 
tion, and gave 30,000 majority in favor of 
license. The prohibitionists expected to 
overcome this at the next election, but they 
have been disappointed in the loss of some 
of the strongest influences on which they 
counted. The Boston Congregatiomalist, a 
religious paper of great influence among 
the people of New England, announces 
against the proposed amendment as follows: 

“For many years we had great faith that the most 
stringent possible prohibitory law would prove ab~ 
solutely effective. And we still believe that in 
homogeneous populations, well leavened with 
morality, and where a decided majority heartily 
fayors it, suchalaw woutd prove sufficient. But 
experience has constrained us reluctantly to doubt 
whether ia old established communities, made up 
largely of persons @f foreign birth, training and 
taste, and wherein great vested interests already 
exist, to be disturbed and overthrown by absolute 
prohibition, such a policy can at present make itself 
adequate and prove itself triumphant,” 

Several ministers who have heretofore 
been zeaious advocates of prohibition will 
not support the amendnient this time, being 
satisfied that the exercise of such careful 
restriction as has been thrown around the 
liquor traffic in Massachusetts is better for 
the cause of temperance than a prohibition. 
law which does not prohibit. Conservative 
estimates place the majority against the 
amendment at about 40,000. 

High license and restriction is the true 
solution of the prohivition question, and it 
looks as if the people of Massachusetts are 
about to decide that way as the result of 
their experience.

The Talk About the Toll heck to Mr. Mc 
Connell Denied by an Attorney and by Tolleson 
Who Has a Word to Say—He Wants a Tele-

Tolleson and Richards, of the Mercantile 
Janking company, have had their cell frescoed, 
and are preparing for the summer campaign. 

Tolleson seems as happy as a lark. 

The “cell is comfortably furnished, and if 

RIC hards’s health was better, the two prisoners 
would enjoy the confinement more than they 
do as it is. 

They pass the day reading and exercising 
through the corridors. Rather Tolleson does. 
Richards passes his upon his cot. They have 
a few visitors whom they entertain by asking 
questions about the outside world, from which 
they are cut off by heavy iron bars. 

Last night and night before Richards en- 
joyed the society of his wife. Mrs. Richards 
called Thursday evening about dark and re- 
mained with her husband until ten o’clock. 
She was with him again last night for 
three cr four hours and will probably call 
again tonight. The visits appear to have 
done the ex-cashier considerable good. 

Tolleson is thinking about having a tele- 
phone put in his cell, if the court will allow it. 
Then he will have one put in at his residence, 
so that he can pass an houror two each day 
talking to Mrs. Tolleson. 

An investigation of the books of the Mercan- 
tile banking company yesterday, shows that 
the Merchants’ National bank, of Ocala, Fla., 
did a good deal of business with Tolleson’s 


company. 

The Ocala bank began doing business with 
Tolleson in October and kept it up unti] Jan- 
uary 24th, when the Mercantile Banking com- 
pany weut into the hands of a receiver. 

At that time the claim of the Ocala bank 
amounted to $1,077, but since Cashier McCon- 
nell was here the amount has been increased to 
$1,482.58, showing that; instead of the account 
having been diminished by settlement, it was 
increased by addition: ul items amounting to 
neatly S400. 

There has been a erent deal of talk about a 
check passing into Cashier McConnell’s hands 
froin To!leson after the latter had been jailed 
for contempt to court. 

It is pretty well settled, 
paper passed. 

RK. B. MeConnell, 
chant’s bank, of Ocola, 
Wednesday, January 3d, 
Tolleson was jailed. The Atlanta banker did 
not see the Florida cashier until the 30th of 
that month and had nocommunication directly 
or indirectly with him after that time. Dur- 
ing the couversation between the two men 
which occurred at the jail Mr.McConnell asked 
Mr. Tolleson: 

“Can you suggest any place ontside of Geor- 
gia where the Mercantile Banking company 
have some assets—some place where the At- 
lanta receiver would have no control ?”’ 

Mr. Tolleson in reply to the question stated 
in a casual way that some of the banks in 
Florida and one bank in Louisville, Ky., 
might possibly have something to the credit of 
the Mercantile Banking company. Nothing 
definite was stated, neither did Mr. McConnell 
expect the prisoner to make a positive state- 
ment at that time or without refering to his 
bouks. No check, draft, Sorder or anything 
else in the shape of a payment to 
Mr.McConnell or his bank has every been given 
by Mr. Tolleson, his friends, agents or repre- 
sentatives. 

One of Mr. Tolleson’s artorneys vouches for 
the absolute correctness ofjthis statement. He 
asserts that he can verify it. 

“T know of a gentleman 
oughly conversant with Mr. 
affairs in detail, and with 
whe its inception, who will — pay 

vo hundred in hard cash for any evidence 
that Mr. Tolleson or the Mercantile Banking 
company has given any check, draft or order 
in any shape to Mr. McC onnell or the Mer- 
chants’ Bank of Ocala since the Atlanta con- 
cern went into the hands of the receiver.”’ 

Mr. Tolleson also denies the _ state- 
ment, and vouches for the correctness 
of what has been stated. Last night he'said: 

“I think I know how it came about. An 
Atlanta reporter married a cousin of McCon- 
ne]l and McConnell told him because he didn’t 
want it known that his bank had lost any- 
thing. Younever saw a bank in your life 
that wouldn’t deny having lost money.”’ 

‘‘And McConnell, you think, told his rela- 
tive ?’’ 

‘*Yes, I believe he did: and when he did it 
he lied wilfully and maliciously, and took ad- 
vantage of my position. But when this is 
over and I meet him again and he does not 
retract— well, there will be some fun.’’ 

‘I want to say,’’ continued Mr. Tolleson, 
“that L have had a grcat deal of business with 
MeConnell and his bank,and while his bank is 
not at all shaky—by no means shaky, it bas 
been like many other Florida banks, tight 
pressed for money, and I have accommodated 
them. On— now let me~- see; here is 
where my memory serves me so _ well,’’ 
and the ex-banker put his fingers to his fore- 
head and for afew minutes studied deeply.

Something About the Bonds Which Will be 
Funded by Mr. Iuman next January—-The 
Water Board and Finance Committee Meet 
Together—The Strect Committee, 


Mr. Inman, chairman of the finance come 
mittee of the general council, feels proud—and 
justly.too—of the deal he has just consummated 
whereby $125,000 of Atlanta’s bonds will be 
funded at four per cent. 

Some of the bonds to be funded are sixes, 


other sevens. 

Of the bonds to be funded, $25,000 were 
issued Scptember the st, 1879, and $100,000 
were issued August 26th, 1870. In 1879 the 
city’s floating debt to the amount of $385,000 
was bonded. The bonds bore six per cent 
interest, and were to run from one year up to 
seventeen years. The tirst batch due wags 
$25,000 one year after date. Then on the first 
of January of beng year $25,000 fell due up to 
1800. In "YI, ’92, "98 and M each, $40,000 be- 
comes due, pat in "05 and '06, $50,000 will be 
due each year. The $25,000 which falls due 
next January is the last of the batch of 
twenty-fives and afrer they fare redeemed 
with the fours the finance committee will find 
itself face to face with the $40,000 installments 
for four successive years. 

THE STATE HOUSE PEBT. 

fefter the state capitol had been moved to 
Atlanta the city found it necessary to put up 
money for the state house, Other cities in 
the state were seeking to secure the 
seat of government and were making 
offers of money. On the 26th of August, 1870, 
the city issued $100,000 of bonds bearing seven 
percent, which went into the state house. 
Those bonds fall due in January next, and 
will be handled by Mr. Inman in the sam@ 
manner as the $25,000 representing that part 
of the tloating debt. 

This makes the $125,000 due in January. 

Whenthe Atlanta National bank closed its 
deal with Mr. Inman for a block of these 
bonds when funded, it did so with an option 
upon so much of $200,000 which falls due in 
July, 1500, at the same rate of interest as it 
may wait 

7 THE AIR LINE BONDS. 

The £300,000 which will come up for conside 
eration in 18! 0), have a history, too. They were 
issued on November the Lith, 1868, and are 
known as the Air-Line railway ‘bonds. ‘They 
were given a rate of seven per cent and were 
to run twetty-three years. It is upon these 
bonds, ora part of them, that Mr. Romare 
takes an option, but that option must be ace 
cepted or rejected in Janus Ary, 1590.

Haas, ‘last week and invited a committee 
from your manufacturers’ association to come 
and discuss that matter with us, but they did 
not come.”’

The Atlanta and Florda Railroad. Offered a Big 
Bonus of Fiorida Land by the Disstous, of Puil- 
adelphia—A Large 
Lends Also Offered 
Considered. 


Ibe Proposition Being 


A new eraseems to be opening for the At- 
lanta and Florida railroad. 

The Disstons, of Philadelphia, have offered 
the company a bonus of a million aeres to ex- 
tend the road from Fort Valley to Tampa, 
Florida, and the proposition is being con- 
sidered. 


The land offered is part of the celebrated | ) 
| tary; address Albany, Ga 


Disston tract in west Florida, which was 
bought by Hamilton Disston some years ago 
from the state of Florida. 

Part of the land lying on the west coast is 
very rich, and wonld be exceedingly valuable 
after the completion of the road to Tampa. 
Ham'lton Disston some years ago bought the 
tract from the state, and afterwards sold half 
to an English company, paying them $100,000 
for the privilege of selecting the half he would 
keep. The present tract is, therefore, the 
best part of the original purehase. Mr. Diss- 
ton has sold about a million acres of this land, 
but none for less than $1.25 an acre, and some 
as high as S20. 

From this it may be seen that a bonus of a 
million of these acres is a big inducement to 
extend the road to Tampa. 

In addition to this the Atlanta and Florida 
raiiroad company has in writing offers for 
65,000 acres of heavily timbered pine land 
between Fort Valley and Thomasville to be 
deeded to the road on its completion. This 
land is to be taken within convenient distance 
of the railroad, and when the line is completed 
may be worth $2to $5 an acre. It will be 
easily accessible to steamships at the Bruns- 
wick harbor, by way of the Brunswick and 
Western road, which crosses the line of the 
Atlanta and Florida. These offers will prob- 
ably be increased to 100,000 acres between 
Fort Valley and Thomasville. 

This puts the Georgia Construction com- 
pany in a position to do some financiering. 
With a bonus of about $500,000 the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad was built from 
Macon to Valdosta, and the stock of the con- 
struction company, Which got the bonus, is 
now worth 180, and the bonds of the road 90 
to 92. . 

The road dragged for a while, but, with a 
$500,000 loan secured through a Baltimore 
trust company, the construction company was 
able to complete the road, and trains are 
now running on regular schedule from 
Macon to Valdosta. The parties who 
furnished the $500,000 loan’ had _ the 
option of taking pay in bonds 
ata figure between 60 and 70 cents and many 
of them took the bonds. These securities are 
now selling for 90 to {. 

That transaction seems to throw light on the 
future of the Atlanta and Florida, when taken 
in connection with the bonus of a million 
acres in Florida and 100,000 acres between 
Fort Valley and Thomasville. 

The distance is about 125 miles from Fort 
Valley to Thomasville and 300 from there to 
Tampa. It is estimated that the road can be 
built and equipped for $10,000 a mile and 
when completed would draw local business 
from a rich country on the west coast, which 
is almost entirely without railroad | facilities. 
About two counties of that country the rail- 
road would own. * 

Immense possibilities in steamship con- 
nections with Cuba and Central America are 
opened up to the road by the harbor of Tampa. 
The work on the Nicaraguan canal is now 
being vigorousiy pushed and “sree to be 
coumpleted in a few years. An important line 
of Pacific mail steamships would then run 
from Tampa to California. Tampa is about as 
near to Central America as New Orleans, and 
Atlanta merchants would find themselves in 
direct communication with one of the richest 
countries in the world. The trip from Tampa 
would occupy about the same time as that 
from Savannah to New York. 

The Cuban connection would be 
and in the event of annexation of that 
would be invaluable. 

The proposition of the Disstons is so recent 
that the matter has not fully developed, but it 
opens up matters and puts the Georgia Con- 
struction company in a position to immortal- 
ize itself.

The warrant upen 
which Mr. Garner was arrested was sworn out 
by Mr. A. D. Chaney, a young merchant, also 
Mr. Chaney and a lawyer 
came with the warrant to Atlanta. 

When Mr. Garner was carried to the station- 
house and searched a 32-calibre Smith and 


‘Wesson hammerless pistol was found in his 


pockets, alsoa knife, some memorandum books, 
and $20 in cash, 

THE CASE 
seems to be like this: 

About a month ago Mr. Garner sold some 
property to Mr. Chaney for $950. The prop- 
erty was owned by Garner and his father con- 
jointly. The deed to be complete required 
the signature of Garner’s father, and Garner 
wrote for power of attorney. This power, s0 
he says, was given by Garner's father, and also 
by Garner's mother. the law of Alabama 
requiring this of tne wife of an owner of real 
estate. 

Garner then signed his own name and his 
father’s name to the deed. 

Since that time Mr. Chaney became dissat 
isfied with the deed and wanted Garner to re- 
fund the money. This he refused to do, 

Three or four days ago Garner sold out his 
stock of general merchandise and two days ago 
he came to Atlanta. He has heen stopping 
since at the Gate City hotel, where he was ar- 
rested yesterday. 

THE PRISONER 
is a Georgian by birth and a young man of 
noticeably more than ordinary - intelligence. 
His father is J. P. Garner, of Malina, Pike 
county, Ga. 

He is twenty-two vears of age. He has been 
in Alabama two years, and during that time 
has turned his energy and shrewdness to good 
account—so his bank account shows. 

He protests his innocence of any forgery, 
claiming that he had and can show legal right 
to sign his father’s name.
